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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restriction 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-13, drawn to a Mobile Switching Center (MSC) for handling global 
challenge authentication registration, classified in class 455, subclass 561. 

II. Claims 14-16, drawn to a (separate) mobile station further comprising internal 
circuitry for use within the above MSC, classified in class 455, subclass 95. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, and II are related as combination and subcombinations. Inventions in this 

relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has 
utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination 
as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because invention I 
drawn to a Mobile Switching Center (MSC) and its feature for handling global challenge 
authentication registration, classified in class 455, subclass 561. The subcombination has separate 
utility whereas invention II is about a (separate) mobile station further comprising internal 
circuitry with addional features such as a module for input/output of a periodic registration 
message, a global challenge authentication calculation module, a discrimination moduleincluding 
authentication signature, a control cahnnel tracker, a broadcast module, for use within the above 
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MSC, classified in class 455, subclass 95. Invention I and II are clearly distinct from each other, 
as disclosed by the specifications, invention I and invention II disclose two separate devices 
communicated to each other via connections 14 & 20 (Figs. 2-4).^ See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
